| Midshipmen Tell of System Under

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Nov. 22.—Admis- 
sions that at least nineteen fights 
had been held at the Naval Academy un- 
der the secret code of the Midshipmen | 
were made in the trial of Midshipman | 
Minor Meriwether, which began at the | 
Academy to-day. 

The Meriwether court-martial has be- | 
fore it three charges. The first is man- 
slaughter in having caused the death of 
Midshipman James R. Branch, Jr., of} 
New York, who received fatal injuries in | 
a fight with Meriwether on the night of | 
Sunday, Nov. 5. The other two are viola- 
tions of the rules .of the academy 
; conduct to the prejudice of good order 
| and discipline. To these Meriwether 
| pleaded not guilty. 

Midshipmen who were concerned in the 
affair told frankly of the circumstances 
leading to it and of the operations of their 
They told of a system of “ run- 
whereby lower class men were 
ruled. They are compelled among other 
things to avoid ‘ Lovers’ Lane,” turn 
corners at right angles, avoid looking at 
upper classmen, not ask for anything at 
meals, and under all circumstances avoid 
“fussing "’ or being seen with a young 
woman, 

It appeared 
“ratty 
Branch was one of those who set out to 
make him abide by them, and the bad 
feeling thus engendered led to the fatal 
fight. 

It was brought out by the defense that 
although injury often resulted 
from the fights under the code, and Mid- 
shipmen had to be taken to the hospital, 
nothing further was ever heard of the 
incidents. This was evidently intended to 
indicate that the Academy authorities 
winked at the code. 

MEMBER OF COURT CHALLENGED. 

The court of Rear Admiral

!miral Alexander Hugh McGormick, re- 
tired; Rear Admiral Albert 8. Barker,

of the Naval Academy; Capt. Samuel P.

There was surprise when United States 
District Attorney John C. Rose of Balti- 
more appeared to assist Capt. Marix, 
Judge Advocate, in the prosecution. It is 
most unusual for a Judge Advocate to 
have assistance, and the incident indicates 
how important\the present case appears 
'to the Federal authorities. Mr. Rose was 
assigned to the work by the Department 
| of Justice at the request of the Navy 
Department.

MERIWETHER SOUGHT A FIGHT. 


Midshipman James P. Van de Carr was 
first witness. His seat at the table 
was next to that of Midshipman Meri- 
| wether. On the evening of Oct. 31, Meri- 
wether said that Branch had done all he 
could to make his life miserable. He was 
gcing to make Branch fight if there was 
|any fight in him. There were only a few 
persons he hated, and Branch was one 
of them. 

The next day, Van de Carr testified, 
Meriwether had said that it was all fixed;

Branch 
had gone to bed, but rose on his elbow 
and turned on a light just above him, re- 
maining, in that position during’ the con- 
versation. 

Meriwether opened the conversation by 
saying that he had come to talk about the

| Will Not Accept as Final Throwing

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 22.—Officers of 
the Pennsylvania Steel Company are seri- | 
ously concerned over the injunction issued 
by the New York Supreme Court restrain- |

“The great demand for steel and the 
increasing cost of skilled labor makes it 
problematical how much the bridge would 
cost under new tenders. We are not con- 
cerned over the injunction, but surely 
there must be some redress for the ex- 
pense we have already incurred in the 
project.”

Third—To demand of you a retraction of such 
libelous publication with a public apology in 
your paper for its publication.

MASSACRES. IN RUSSIA 


Speakers at Temple Israel Meet- 
ing Call on the Government. 


PEACE FOR ALL EXCEPT JEWS 


Edward Lauterbach Declares That 
America and England Should In- 
terfere—Fund for Arms Raised. 


Edward A. Lauterbach presided at a 
mass meeting held at Temple Israel, 125th 
Street and Fifth Avenue, last night under 
the auspices of a committee of univer- 
sity men to aid in the relief of ‘the 
Russian Jews. In the course of his 
speech Mr. Lauterbach said: 

‘‘Our Thanksgiving service next Sat- 
urday for the special privileges we en- 
joy in this country will be saddened by 
the massacres of our co-religionists in 
Russia. There is no reason for these 
atrocities, and civilized nations should 
step in and stop them. They have gone on 
for a great time, and no effort has been 
made to check them. The only official 


protest from the United States was made| 


by James G.. Blaine in 1880. 

‘The intervention of President Roose- 
velt brought peace to Japan and Russia. 
Peace to all except the Jews in Russia. 
It would have been better if Oyama had 
administered a last blow to Linevitch. It 
would have resulted in the house of Ro- 
manoff and the Grand Dukes being swent 
off the earth.”’ 

Mr. Lauterbach read extracts from the 
Jewish Chronicle and the London Daily 
which said that 15,000 Jews 

had been killed and 100,000 injured in 
Russia since the beginning of November. 

“Something must be done,”’ said Mr. 
Lauterbach, ‘‘and it can be done if the 
rnment puts itself in ac- 
America and England must inter- 
fere. The subscription list has passed the 
half million mark and will soon reach the 
total of one million dollars. That must 
also be passed and we must make the 
sum as large as possible.”’ 

Prof. Gotthen of Columbia University, 
who next addressed the meeting, said: 
“The voice of the blood of our brethren 
cries out to you from the ground, but of a 
community 
only 4,500 have so far contributed to the} 
relief fund. There is no reason why) 
every Jew should not give his share, 

“There is only one single gleam of light 
for the Jews in Russia, and that is the} 
gleam of self-defense. 
the majority of the members

BORROWED FROM RAILROAD 


. With Emergency Fund a Third of Orig- 


inal Estimate Will Have Been 
Spent and No Dirt Flying.

WASHINGTON, Nov.’ 22.—A hot time is 
promised the Panama Canal Commission 
when their first annual report reaches 
Congress. No official report has yet 
been made and before going to the Phil- 
ippines Secretary Taft issued orders that 
“every part of the commission’s work 
‘must be reviewed in the report that is 
to go to Congress this Winter. 

' To be able to take charge of that report 

and present the facts to the committees 
of the House and Senate the Secretary 
made his trip to the Isthmus. He found 
the situation there much more serious 
60 far as the actual work of construc- 
tion is concerned than he expected. The 
financial condition of the canadyis every 
day proving more alarming. 

The estimate recently discussed 
amounting to $16,000,000 to make good 
purchases of supplies and for labor cost 
an‘ther year has been supposed to apply 
to the whole fiscal year ending June 30, 
1807. Instead it will be exhausted by 
the end of the present fiscal year. The 
commission has made contracts for ma- 
chinery, buildings, cars, locomotives, and 
@anitation measures to the amount of 
$9,000,000. 

Up to the first of last July they spent 
$8,000,000 in round numbers. Now it is 
@tated they have spent all the balance 
of the $10,000,000 appropriated by the 
Spooner act and must have an emergency 
appropriation of $7,000,000 besides the 


$8,000,000 for contfacts in order to pay | 


Salaries and expenses up to the end of 
the present fiscal year. Thus the expen- 


@itures during the next fiscal year will | 


be left to be provided for in a later 
appropriation bill. 

Among the evidences of the peculiar 
financing that has been going on it is 
known that the Canal Commission has 
borrowed $500,000 from the Panama Rail- 
road Company, and that corporation has 
been forced to borrow for its own needs 
fin turn. The commission is unable to pay 


, | * the railroad company, and the debt is one 


‘of the items placed in the estimate for the 
emergency appropriation. A large part of 
the debt for material under contract is 
for steam shovels, which cannot be set 
at work until they-are provided with rail- 
road tracks over which to receive their 
trains of dumping cars. 

The large salaries that have been fixed 
for the commission and its employes run 
on, swelling the cost of the canal. It has 
been estimated that with a force of 20,000 
laborers, paid an average of $2 a day,

} making a yearly pay roll of $12,000,000, the 


@anal could be finished in seven years. 
The heavy expenditure for machinery 
and supplies, it is claimed at the commis- 
sion’s office, anticipates the future sev- 
eral years, and the outgo for the canal 
will not be nearly so heavy hereafter. Yet 
the fact that there will have been spent 
by next July $26,000,000 simply in getting 
ready to dig will prove a saddening blow 
to the erthusiasm of Congress, which 
hitherto has appropriated for the canal 
without hesitation. 
' The estimate for the purchase of the 
Panama Canal and its completion as a 
lock canal was $184,000,000. On July 1, 
1908, if Congress complies with the wish

Pleasanter occupation for a hard-work- 
ing member of the press cannot be 
imagined than to spend his leisure hours 
trying to catch on canvas the changes in 
tones on river, shore, and clouds that 
pass from half to quarter light after the 
sun is gone, or the evanescent sheen on 
water when the moon lies concealed, but 
not unrevealed, behind a bank Of cloud. 
These quick studies by Mr. O. H. von 
Gottschack fill the gallery of the Salma- 
gundi Club with a rank of marines and 
nocturnes, views of the Passaic and the 
Palisades, hints of a great city obscured 
by veils of ‘smoke and dust, waterscapes

RIVER TRAGEDY AT DAWN. 





Unknown Swimmer. 


No man could have made a braver bat- 

tle for life than did a lone swimmer who 
yesterday fought the tide of the East 
River fully two miles before he sank, ex- 
hausted, beneath the surface. Who the 
pocrnaneel was, or how he happened to 
fail into the river, none of the witnesses 
of the tragedy knows. Unless the stream 
|gives up its dead he may sleep forever 
unidentified. 

It was almost daybreak when Niccolo 
Gallippo and Teruso Nuccania, two Ital- 
ians, who sort refuse on the dump at the 
| foet of Clinton Street, heard a faint cry 


|from the river. The distance was so great 
that they could not distinguish words, 
but the note of appeal took them on the 
run to the end of the pier. 

For a moment they looked out into the 
murk vainly, and then, far toward the 
middle of the river, they saw the bobbing 
head of a.swimmer, borne up stream by 
the inrushing tide.

A new circus is about to make its bow 
to the public. It will be known as “ The 


Hagenbeck Animal Show and Circus,”, 


and will have as its basis the trained 
animals that made Carl Hagenbeck’s 
name for him. 

The day has passed when the itinerant 
showman could take his one-ring circus 
and a few animals about the country 
profitably, and for several years the field 
has been practically \controlled by two 
companies, Barnum : Bailey and the 
Ringling Brothers. T former concern 
owns the “ Buffalo Bill”? show, and the 
two own jointly the ‘‘ Forepaugh & Sells 
Circus.” 

These allied interests so divided the 
territory of the ‘United States. last year 
that neither entered the fleld of the 
other. This virtually resulted in a mo- 
nopoly of the business, and it will be as 
an independent rival that the Hagen- 
beck show will enter the field. The re- 
lations between the new show and those 
circuses already in the field will be, how- 
ever, of the friendliest nature. 

When P. T. Barnum went into the 
circus business a half century ago he 
revolutionized it. The constant demand 


for something new brought out a suc-|

MISS MARIE HALL’S RECITAL. 


She Appears in Carnegie Hall Before 
a Large Audience. 


Miss Marie Hall appeared in a violin 
recital yesterday afternoon at Carnegie 
Hail, and in this she went perhaps further 
{to justify the English reputation that 
| preceded her to this country than she did 
in her first concert with orchestra. Car- 
|negie Hall is not the place for:violin re- 
| citals with piano, and her programme was 
| not in all respects adapted to the circum- 
stances. Bach’s sonata in E major, like 
| his other sonatas, is for a smaller, hall; 
and Brudi’s concerto in G should not be 
played in Carnegie Hall wit.. the accom- 
|paniment: of a piano. Miss Hall also 
{played Corelli’s variations called “ La

!c. P. E. Bach, Couperin Mozart, Saint-

Miss Hall showed the same uncommon 
brilliancy and security of technique that 
|} she did on her first appearance. Every- 
|, thing she does is crystal clear and fin- 
\ished; her intonation even in the most 


| complicated passages is not often at fault. 
| Her tone is large and fully at her com- 
mand in all its lights and shades, and it 
has a quality of distinction that many play- 
ers might envy her for. It appeared, in- 
deed, more sympathetic yesterday than at 
her previous performance, and there 1s 
a certain sweep and dash in her playing 
that are alluring. What Miss Hall does 
not have and does not show in her play- 
jing is a deep musical feeling, the sense 
that there is in the music she is playing 
anything more important or more deep. 
seated and influential, than the notes, 
|the phrases. Of her intelligence there can 
| be no doubt, and of her power to express 
anything that she feels there ought to be 
none, 

But Miss Hall is still a very young wo- 
man, and those who feel this deficiency 
in her performance may hope for a higher 
artistic development than she has yet 
reached Not only feeling, but the in- 
stinct for style, a still more inevitable 
mark of maturity, is lacking in her play- 
ing, as was from time to time made evi- 
dent in her playing of Bach's sonata and 
Corelli's variations. The depth and weight 
| of the artist's personality count for much 
|} in these, even in the ornamented thematic 
|; elaborations of Corelli. She played Brudi's 
|} concerto with remarkable dash and free- 
dom. The work is not deep; but even 
| here there may be that individual touch 
that makes every note interesting and in 
| a way important. It-is not at present in 
| Miss Hall's talent to give such a touch. 

The audience was large and applauded 
vigorously, sometimes in the wrong places.

| Police Headquarters for forty-eight hours. 
| When confronted by Col. Austen O'Keefe 
broke down and confessed, implicating 
other men who are said to, have profited 
by his operations. Col. Austen said that 
|he believed all of the check operations 
were now known, and discredited a re- 
; port that the losses would reach a total 
| of $100,000, 

In a statement issued to cover the en- 
tire situation, Col. Austen said: 

“Checks have been presented to this

All day yesterday telegrams were being 
| received from various communities 
throughout the United States saying that 
funds were in hand and would be sent 
as soon as it was found that they could 
not be materiaily increased. Philadelphia 


| and Chicago are now in the i€ad of the 


cities outside of New*York. , Each has sent 
$40,000, and had advised the committee 
that $20,000 more will be forthcoming 
within a few days. Norfolk will send at 
least $8,000, Shreveport, La., $2,100, and 
Kalamazoo, Mich.. $1,400, and advices 
came from about fifty more cities, so that 
the fund can safely be said to-day to 
amount to over $800,000, of which $660,000 
is. in cash. 

Sir Samuel Montagu, Chairman of the 
London Relief Fund, yesterday cabled to 
Schiff a telegram he had just re- 
ceived from Baron Horace Gunsberg in 
St. Petersburg, through whom the funds 
have been sent to the interior of Russia. 
Baron Gunsberg says:

Big Mass Meetings to Denounce the 
Massacres in Russia. 


Meetings wete held in many places on 
the east side last night to protest against 
the persecution of the Jews in Russia and 
to devise measures to aid the sufferers. 

The biggest assembly was in the Beth 
Hamedresh Hogodel Synagogue, at 56/and 
58 Norfolk Street. The principal speakers 
were Rabbi Philip Israeliet of Chelsea, 
Mass., and Rabbi Philip Davidson of 
Bikur Sholem Synagogue, Passaic, N. J. 

Both speakers called upon the people of 
the east side to put forward their best ef- 
forts to raise money for the relief fund. 
It was also announced that a day would 
be fixed for fasting and prayer all over 


the country for the victims of Russian 
massacres, 

Another large meeting, at Pacific Hall, 
209 East Broadway, was addressed by 
Mme. Pavzner Poveslair, a student from 
Paris. She denounced the Russian social 
revolutionists on the ground that they 
had risen to help themselves, but done 
nothing to aid the Jews in Russia.

Soap Case Decision Enforced by 
Judge Thompson in Cincinnati.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Nov. 22.—The au- 
 exsoetty of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission was upheld in a decision filed to- 
day by United States Judge Thompson 
in a case brought by Procter & Gamble 
against the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton, the Pennsylvania, the Big Four,

. Nor, Apparently, Did Her Children— 


Tore Up Writs in Proceedings 


Brought by Jones & Laughlin. 


From a Staff Correspondent of THE New | 
, York TIMBEs. 
PITTSBURG, Nov. 22.—This is the | 
whole story of the Widow Lott and the | 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Company, as told 
to THe New Yorxk TIMES correspondent 
to-day by both sides: 

Three years ago the steel company Be- | 
gan work on an addition to its plant, 
which was to occupy the entire block 
bounded by South Twenty-fifth, South 
“Twenty-sixth, Carson, and Sidney Streets. 
On Sidney Street, half way between 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth, was a 
lot twenty feet wide by eighty feet deep, 
owned by the heirs of Joseph Lott. These 
heirs were his son, Carl, and three daugh- 
ters. Joseph Lott died intestage eighteen 
years ago, and under the law of Pennsyl- 
vania his widow had a dower interest for 
life in one-third of his estate. 

There was a house ‘on the lot in Sidney 
Street, a weather-beaten old structure of 
three rooms. It was built of rough boards, 
with a sloping board roof, two stories in 
the main part, with a lean-to addition. 
Its money value was but a few dollars, 


for more than twenty years, when she be- 
came'® widow, and she seems to have de- 
termined to end her days there. 

There are two stories as to her motive. 
One is that she promised her husband on 
his deathbed never to part with the place. 
The other, told by her son and daughter 
this morning, is that years before, not 
long after they were married, Joseph 
Lott “became involved in some financial 
trouble which cost him the home he. then 
owned. 

Whatever the reason, the Widow Lott 
has exhibited recently a sentimental at- 
tachment for the place where she had 
lived for so many years, which in the 
eyes of her practical, hard-working neigh- 
bors was nothing short of extraordinary. 
It was this sentiment which led to the 
trouble with the steel company. 


Misunderstood Her Rights. 


' The steel company had no difficulty in

was in her son and daughters, but she

‘left. Her son and daughter talked this 
morning as if they thought so, too. They 
have ail acted as if inspired by that be- 
‘Hef. As a matter of fact, her legal inter- 
est was one-third of what that property 





Car] Lott and Lizzie Lott, the unmar- 
ried daughter, speaking for all the chil- 
dren, said to-day that they had been will- 
ing to sell their share in the property and 


had, in fact, accepted the price offered by 
the steel company and had given their 


* deed. The trouble therefore seems to have 


been @ntirely due to misunderstanding on 
the part of the widow Lott. 

The steel company then had title to the 
property and one-third of the purchase 
rice:agreed on with the children was put 
n trust, the income to go to the widow 
Lott. for life, and the principal, on her 
death, to revert’ to her children. Lizzie 
and Carl Lott established a grocery shop 
in Carson Street, around the corner from 


the old home, but Lizzie continued to live |- 


with her mother. 

According to the steel company’s story, | 
their. occupation of the house on Sidney } 
Street was “unlawful,’’ and they re- 


- mained there merely upon .the sufferance 


of the company officials, When in due time |} 
the work on the addition to the plant had} 
progressed to the point where the old Lott} 
property was needed, Mrs. Lott refused 
to give it up. Then began the effort to 
get her out. 
This effort succeeded last Saturday 
morning, when, during the absence of 
Mrs. Lott from the building, a force of 
the company’s men destroyed it com- | 
pletely. Now a large and growing hole | 
marks the place where it stood and the 
work on the plant designed for that spot 
is going rapidly ahead. P 
he Lott children say that their mother | 
had resisted every attempt of the compa- | 
ny to lure her from her house. She had} 
a fence across the 
another at the rear, the house itself cov- 
ering the full width of the lot in the cen- | 
tre. It »was impossible to get from the | 
front.yard to the back yard without going | 
through the house or trespassing on com- | 
pany property which was not in dispute. | 


Strategy Used on the Widow. 

According to Carl Lott, he had been} 
staying with his mother to help her guard | 
He said this morning that on | 
Friady last several of the company men 
went t6 the house and tried to get him 
and lis mother out and threatened him. | 
They had two big revolvers, he said, or; 


he certainly would have killed somebody. 
As it ‘was, being armed only with a club, 
he conculded that discretion was the bet- 
ter part of valor. But the Lotts did not 


vacate. 

On Biturdey morning Carl went to the 
ry shop and left the widow Lott 
alone th the house. Before he returned | 
a boy. called at the house with what he | 
said was a note from Lizzie Lott to her! 
mother. Mrs. Lott asked the boy to read 
ft and ‘he did so. The note said that Liz- |} 
‘gie was very ill and wanted her mother to 
come at once. Mrs. Lott thought it queer! 
that such a note was not sent by one of | 
‘her = ndchildren, but nevertheless re- 
nded and went to her daughter's. 
hen she arrived and found Lizzie as well | 
immediately suspected the} 
ruse and hurried back to her home. But 
already the steel men had swarmed on to 
the place and were rapidly, demolishing 

her house. 

Carit Lott—this is all his story—ran 
@round with his mother, carrying his club. 
.He was careful to go in by the gate, and 
to keep on what Mrs. Lott thought to be 
her property. Whenever he saw a man| 
whom he could get at he ran with the 
club and succeeded in chasing him away. | 
But while he was at work on one end of | 
the place the company men would get at 
phe other; and he could not keep them all | 
off. } 
At last some of the company men went} 
at the side of: the house standing on com- | 
pany. property which adjoined it. This so} 
excited Carl that he forgot what he was | 
doing, and ran outside the fence to get! 
at them. Thereupon he was promptly ar-! 
ed by some of the company police- 

and haled to court to answer 
a charge of trespassing on the com- 
pany property. He deposited cash bail 
*and ran back to the place only to find the

“In addition to the price to be paid, 
the steel company made the owners a 
present of the house if they would re- 
move it from the lot. At this time, the 
widow was entirely willing to give up 
possession, and her children purchased 
another lot of ground and built founda- 
tions on which to place the old house, 
when suddenly the widow changed :her 
mind and refused to give up possession or 
execute the deed to the steel company. 

“The children by their deed, , dated 
May, 1908, and recorded in the Recorder's 
Offiee. of Allegheny County, in Deed 
Book, Vol. 1,399, Page. 16, conveyed. all 
their interests to the steel company, and 
$2,666.68, one-third of the purchase money, 
was set aside in trust to pay the widow 
the income, and at her death the princi- 
pal to her children. 


Company Got Title in Court. 


“No effort was made to disturb Mrs. 
Lott in her unlawful occupation of the 
premises until August, 1905, when _ parti- 
tion proceedings were begun in the Or- 
phans’ Court of Allegheny County be- 
tween the steel company and Mrs. Lott. 
As this suit progressed all writs and or- 
ders of the court served upon her -were 
promptly torn up by her, and she not 
only had full opportunity during all of 
three months to be heard daily in court, 
but opportunity also to bid at the sale of 
the property after the jury had'returned 
that it could not be divided and appraised 
its value at $6,000. 

““She refused to be represented, in per- 
son or by attorney, and when the prop- 
erty was allotted to the steel company by 
the court, it was allotted to it because it 
was the highest and only bidder, and the 
whole property was allotted free and dis- 
charged of.the widow's interest. Since 
that date Mrs. Lott and her son, in par- 
ticular, have been daily trespassers on the 
steel company’s property; When the’‘steel 
company, after. repeated notice to her to 
vacate peaceably/ removed Mrs. Lott from 
possession of this property, they were not 
only taking possession of what they had 
bought and paid for, but what they had 
acquired by decree of the court.” 

At the Department of Public Safety this 
afternoon Director Moore.said that so far 
as the Police of Pittsburg were concerned 
no action had been taken in “the matter, 
except that in response to the request of 
the steel company two officers had been 
sent down on Saturday morning to see 
that there was no disturbance of the peace 
when the company took possession of the 
Lott house.

After the regular fortnightly meeting of 
the Governing Committee of the New York 
Stock Exchange yesterday it was uan- 
nounced that no action had been taken by 
the committee in regard to the rebates of 
interest allowed by the firm of ‘William A. 
Read & Co, to John R. Hegeman,. Presi- 
dent of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company. 

It is the generally 
Wall Street that the 
Exchange will now allow the matter to 
drop. It may be stated that no trial of the 
matter was had. The Governing Commit- 
tee had under advisement the question 
whether or not the matter should be for- 
mally taken up, and it is believed that 
the committee has already decided io 
take no action, unless facts should be 
brought to their attention of which they 
have as yet no knowledge. 

The explanation offered is that nothing 
has yet been learned to show that the 
commissions. charged by W. A. Read & 
Co. fell below the one-eighth of 1 ‘per 
cent. stipulated by the Stock Exchange 
rules as the minimum commission. The 
question of interest, it is held, does not 
concern the Stock Exchange unless it is 
shown that through manipulation of in- 
terest charges a reduction is made from 
the stipulated commission of one-eighth of 
1 per cent. 

Any Stock Exchange house, it is argued, 
ts free to discriminate in favor of one or 
more customers if the man who pays the 
smallest amount does not pay less than 
one-eighth of 1 per cent. on all stock 
bought or sold for his account. 

In this case the point is made that W. 
A. Read & Co,, having obtained loans at 
unusually low’ rates, were free if they 
chose to give any individual customer the 
advantage of the low rate obtained by 
themselves.

B®, H. Gary, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, yesterd issued the follewing 
statement in response to inquiries con- 
cerning the plans of the Illinois Steel 
Company: 

A large body of land,’ approximating 2,500 
acres, located on the shore of Lake Michigan 
in the State of Indiana, has recently been ac- 
quired in the interest of the United States Steel 

; Corporation or its subsidiary companies. The 
Illinois Steel Company will probably in the near 
future make important improvements on this 
property for manufacturing purposes. The ex- 
tent of the Improvements will depend upon the 
attitude of the public authorities in Indiana 

|} and Illinois respectively. 

Formerly the concentration of plants of this 
| company has been carried out at its location at 
| South Chicago. During the past ten years its 
j works known as North Works and Bridgeport 
Works, located within the city limits of Chicago, 
have been partially removed to the South Chica- 
go location. This location is well adapted to its 
business in many ways; and the same would be 
further developed if there were sufficient room 
at that point, The disposition of the Indlana 
officials seems to be to encourage the location 
of industries in Indiana in every reasonable 
way, and therefore the recent purchases have 
been decided upon. In any event there will 
probably be erected on this site blast furnaces, 
open hearth furnaces, by-product coke ovens, 
and various mills, for the manufacture of a 
diversity of steel products. 


Although no direct mention is made in 
the statement of any differences with the 
Illinois State authorities, the statement 
ljappears to confirm the report that such 
differences have arisen.

The McVickar-Gaillard Realty Company 
has leased for Felix Isman of Philadel- 
phia to Harry Levey the seven-story | 
building 1,418 Br oadway, near Thirty- 
ninth Street, on lot 25 by 114.

An Aerial Struggle of Sailors 
Amid Lightning Flashes. 


MEXICAN USED A_ KNIFE 


But a Lasso Got Him After the Stab- 
bing, and He Was Lowered 


to the Deck. 


The facts of a spectacular fight, nature 
supplying the pyrotecnics, on board the 
brigantine Mannie~Swan, 
when Amelio Huelat, a Mexican, was 
arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Lowe in Jersey City yesterday. 

The complainant was Otto Jansen, a 
Swede. The attack which he complained 
of occurred at the top of the mainmast 
during a thunderstorm off Cape Hatteras, 
on the night of Noy, 14. 

The Mannie Swan plies regularly be- 
tween Fernandina, Fla., and New York, 
but on her last trip took a flier to Porto 
Rico. At the latter place Capt. Higgins, 
finding himself short one man, engaged 
Huelat, a short, stocky fellow, 
sullen in manner and with a 
vocabulary of English. Huelat failed to 
manifest any particular love for any one 
on the ship, showing instead a decided 
hatred for the Swede, Jansen. Capt. 
Higgins, who noticed this, kept the men 
apart. 

In the excitement of the storm on the 
night of Nov. 14, however, petty spites 
were forgotten, even by the Captain. 
He ordered all sails shortened, and acci- 
dentally Huelat and Jansen were sent 
aloft to furl the topsail. There was a 
delay in. this part of the work. The 


other sailors were all back on deck again | 


'and still that topsail flew. 

Finally the Swede was heard te yell 
* He’s got a knife, 
he's killing me.” 

At that moment one of the men below 
caught the glint of the knife by the 
glare of the lightning. ; 

“The ‘greaser’ is armed,” the sailor 
warned. “ He's after the Swede.” 

Two sailors were sent aloft to part the} 
combatants and. to furl the sail. They 
found Jansen hanging on one side of the 
crossbar moaning that he was stabbed 
and was losing strength, while the Mexi-
